Ever since he had been assigned to^ the Administrative Division -he had 
subordinated his own desires to the needs of the Bureau^ He averaged two 
or three hours overtime daily and he^ could be found at the office practi^ 
cally 7 days a week every week in the year.

A letter was directed to him on 11-25-58 for his failure in not promptly 
transmitting correspondence concerning a personnel matter to an interested 
Bureau official. Although this correspondence ^ which pertained to alleged 
immoral conduct on the part of a Bureau employee namedV 



was designated for the attention of a Bureau official^ tie jaxiea to insure 
that it was brought to his attention and^ instead^ routed it to another 
employee for action. 

I On 12-5-58 appreciation was expressed to him for the very excellent liaison 
\relationship he had between the Bureau and the United States Naval Medical 
^ Center^ Bethesda^ Maryland. 

By letter dated 8-»13S3 he w^s advised that the Bureau had observed that on 
S-SSS^ one of the clerical employees under his general supervision exceeded 
the speed limit in operating a Bureau vehicle. It was his responsibility 
to make certain that adequate instructions had been issued to this employee 
as to the necessity for observing all traffic regulations and that the 
necessary supervisory techniques were employed to insure that he was 
properly discharging his duties. 

During an Inspection of the Administrative Division in February ^ 1953^ 
Mr. G-lavin said he was the Personnel Officer of the Bureau and performed 
his multiple duties in a highly satisfactory manner. He had taken an 
aggressive hold of the Bureau^ s personnel set-up and had developed it from 
its infant stages to the healthy personnel set-up that the Bureau has 
today., He did not hesitate to take responsibility upon himself in making 
decisions and in the handling of many important administrative and 
personnel assignments which was given to him. He .was particularly well 
qualified for his present assignment^ and Mr. Glavin felt that the Bureau 
was fortunate in having one of his abilities assigned to duties such as 
his. Inspeoto Harbo said he appeared to be well qualified for his present 
position. The findings during the inspection were generally favorable 
and there was no reason to differ with the comments of Mr. Glavin concerning 
Mr. Edwards; however^ the Inspector found that there was excessive tardiness 
in the Personnel Section during November^ 1958. The Inspector discussed 
the undesirability of this situation with both Agents and Mr. Edwards and 
it was believed there would be no recurrence. 

On his 1953 annual report Mr. Glavin rated him SATISFACTORY and stated he was 
^exceptionally well qualified to handle his duties as Personnel Officer of the 
Bureau and it was felt that he had been highly satisfactory in his present 
assignment. He kept abreast of any personnel developments in the Government 
service and had kept the Bureau advised of the many matters of a personnel 
nature which might affect the Bureau^s operations. In the past year he had 
gi'eveloped Personnel Conferences to a new peak of efficiency. He was exceed-- 
ingly loyal to the Director and to the Bureau and had subordinated his 
desires to the needs of the Bureau.

necessary for typewriter identification. The typewriting on the letter is different b7c 
from the typewriting on other anonymous letters received in the Bureau. No 
indented writing was found on the letter. 

The postage stamps, on the envelope were torn from a booklet of stamps. 
The stationery is a product of the Eaton Paper Corporation, Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts. The one latent fingerprint developed on the letter has been 
identified as that of a Bureau employee who opened the letter in the Records Section. 
The letter, together with photographs of same, is attached. 

It is noted that the word "embarassing " appearing in the anonymous letter 
was consistently misspelled. Typewriting in the recent sections of the personnel 
files of the following Agents was compared with typewriting on the anonymous letter 
and no identification was made with the typing on the anonymous letter:

It also 

states that Mr. Tolson did not deserve the President's Award for Distinguished Federal 

Civilian Service which he received, reportedly with jJjaxge^A?h j:ift; It states that the 

Director is becoming increasingly senile despite massive shots and quantities of pills 

consumed at Government expense, and had recently been humiliated by his encounter 

with Martin Luther King. It states that the time has come for the President ^\ . • to run 

Hoover, Tolson and their rotten clique out of Government • . . . " The onlj^ew allegation 

against Bureau personnel other than the Directdr and Mr,'»Tolson is a statement that 

you were also involved in another tremendous scene in a plane flying Jnto Detroit several 

years ago greatly alarming a number of passengers, which was covered up by your 

associates. You (Mr. Mohr) have categorically denied that any such incident occurred.

This memprandum is* siibniitted to report an automobile collision 
between the car J was driving, and another automobile, I had just left the office 
Friday night and was en route home • It occurred at 6:45 p.m. on Shirley High- 
way (Interstate Route 9 5), /Arlington County, Virginia, at a point approximately 
one-half mile North of the Route 7 Overpass. No personal injuries were incurred 
by anyone. ^ ., „ ^ _ 

The facts are that I was proceeding in the EasMane .traveling 
South; This is a 4-laneihighway and traffic was practically bumper to bumper 
in all lahes\ahd moving, at ah average of from 45 - 50 miles.per hour with 
considerable jerkiness and irregularity caused by the normal factors of lane 
jumping, etc. Visibility clear; road was dry and clear. Suddenly, without 
any apparent reason, the line of traffic in which I was traveling began to stop 
J dead four or five cars ahead of me. As the car in front of me began to brake 
to a stop, I did likewise, however keeping my one eye on the rear-view mirror 
because the car behind me was approaching very close to me and /seemed to be 
experiencing difficulty in stopping. The car in front of me came to a dead stop, 
but it became apparent that I could not completely stop in time so I endeavored 
to swerve into the grass median strip but the right corner of my front bumper 
grazed^'the left rear corner of the bumper of the car in.frpnt oh me and as I 
:proceed,ed:ihto the median strip his bumper grazed along my right front fender 
and door panel, crimping them. I stopped, inimediately got out of the car and 
inquired* whether anyone was hurt. The driver of the other car assured me that 
neither he, his wife or daughter seemed to be hurt.. We then inspected our cars 
and he concluded there was no damage to his car. We exchanged pertinent data 
concerning operators permit, car registration and insurance coverage.

This morning I was asked by Mr. Clayton, whether I had 
imparted certain information to Assistant Director JohnF. Malone 
which had come to my attention while attending one of the sessions 
of the Executives Conference and also whether I had been aware 
of the fact that sessions of the Executive Conf erea ce were confidential. 
This is a statement of my complete actions and rationale in answer 
thereto. The answer to both questions is yes. 

I did advise Mr. Malone of a subject which had been discussed 
in Executives Conference a couple of weeks prior thereto and which 
had some reference to hini, but I respectfully submit that my motivation 
was in no way intended to Ido in the nature of gossiping or divulging 
any secrets concerning discussion in the Executives Conference. The 
subject matter of discussion at the Executives Conference was the 
excessive use of Bureau telephone facilities and particularly cited 
was the excessive telephone conversations between the New York Office 
and officials and supervisors at the Seat of Government. Mr. Tolson 
made the observation that there was too much "chitchat" and gossiping 
going on in these conversations and as an illustration he cited the fact 
that Mr. Malone had recently written a letter to the Director commenting, 
on some White House briefing that the Director either had given or was 
scheduled to give. Mr. Tolson said that he had no idea how Mr. Malone 
had learned about this and could only conclude that it was through one 
of these "gossipy" telephone conversations. Mr. Tolson said that 
they should be stopped and particularly in the case of the New York 
Office because Judge Irving Kaufman tends to get to know so many 
things which are communicated to Mr. Malone. 

I wish to make it clear at this point that I had not theretofore 
personally been aware of any recent or scheduled White House briefing 
and I am not one of those individuals who telephonically talks regularly 
or even frequently with the New York Office and seldom do I even talk 
to Mr. Malone when I have occasion to call New York because my business 
is ordinarily with one of the SACs. Regarding Judge Kaufman, I am well 
aware of Kaufman's proclivitiesand the.fact.that-he has been an irritant 
in thepast sothat even though he may be carried as an SAC contact or 
a good friend of the New York Office, I fully realize that anyone dealing 
with him needs to be on his guard and circumspect.

I did not communicate this information to Mr. Malone for 
at least two weeks after the Executives Conference discussion despite 
the fact that there was one occasion when Mr. Malone called the 
Inspection Division on a matter of official business and I talked with 
him and despite the fact that Mr. Malone was in attendance on Saturday, 
2/19/66, at my daughter's wedding. The occasion when I did caution 
Mr. Malone about excessive and gossipy telephone conversations between 
the New York Office and the Seat of Government was on Wednesday 
morning, 3/2/66, when I called him from the John F. Kennedy Airport 
in New York during a brief changeover in planes en route to Tucson. 
I spoke with him at approximately 8:00 AM for about 15 minutes in order 
to ascertain current information known to him regardingour relationships 
with the District Attorneys in the New York area who might be at the 
Tucson meeting and during that conversation I took occasion to caution 
him regarding the matters aforesaid. 

As nearly as I can recall the way the conversation arose on this 
point was when I realized when talking with him from the airport that I 
had only a couple of minutes before I had to board my plane and I 
mentioned that I would have to terminate the call; and I was then reminded 
of the caution about lengthy phone conversations and told Mr. Malone that 
he should be alert to keeping the telephone conversations between the 
New York Office and the Bureau brief and particularly be alert to avoiding 
any gossip. I told him this matter was being emphasized by the Buie au 
and that the Bureau was bein^g especially alert to information coming 
back to it in communications which obviously had their source in some 
gossip at the Seat of Government. I cited the instance about the White 
House briefing and I told Mr. Malone that it was just an example and 

Ithat I was not interested' in who had gossiped about this to him from the 
Seat of Government because it was just one of a number of observations 
which the Bureau had made and which documented the existence of such 
gossip. I also added that the New York Office had to be particularly alert 
in matters that were discussed with some of the Bureau's high-level 
contacts and friends because some of these people "ran at the mouth. " 
I mentioned Judge Kaufman as an example whom I personally knew tended 
to do this, but I did not under any circumstance indicate to Mr. Malone 
that Judge Kaufman had been told by him about the White House briefing 
because in fact, so far as I knew, nothing had been said to indicate that 
Judge Kaufman had been told of this by Malone. The only statement made 
regarding Kaufman in the Executives Conference was that he tends to 
get to know too much. 
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Obviously the subject matter of this conversation I had with 
Malone has reached the Bureau in some form or another . 

I would also like to state that under date of February 28, 1966, 
which was approximately a week after the Executives Conference 
discussion, I sent out the following alert to the Inspection Staff 
regarding excessive and unessential telephone conversations: 

"For your further general information there is a 
definite feeling that there is entirely too much ^'chitchat^ 
and too many lengthy unessential conversations going on 
and the Inspectors, of course, should be able to satisfy 
themselves that field offices are keeping their 
communications to minimum essential lengths and 
purposes, " 

I am grateful for the opportunity to give my version of it 
but I deeply regret that my motivation might have been construed 
as either gossiping about or divulging matters discussed in Executives 
Conference* For what it is worth, I would like to state that my 
motivation was rather that of trying to implement by "a word to the 
wise" a tendency which the New York Office had exhibited in gossiping. 
I personally do not have time for gossiping and I have not been one to 
engage in gossiping nor have I had any patience with gossiping on the 
I part of others.' I know my actions on the instant occasion seem to 
\ refute that but certainly my actions were not grounded on that reason.

The 
Director adyise^That^ter talking with Edwards and strongly emphasizing to him that 
if there was any^inforniation to be conveyed to personnel of the Bureau as a result of 
discussions at tHe^xdjcutives Conference the Director would take care of such 
dissemination, ^he Director issued instructions that Edwards* demotion and tr^sfer 
be cancelled but that $gbe continued on probation for the time being .

As Bureau records will reflect, I have been periodifcally under- 
going medical consultation and out-patient physical therapy for a cervical strain 
resulting from a whiplash-type injury in January, 1965, when the. automobile 
I was driving was struck from the rear by another automobile one morning while 
en route to work. I have not lost any full days of work from this nor has it been 
necessary for the doctor to put me on any type of restricted activity insofar as 
my job is concerned. 

However, in a recent consultation with a neurosurgeon, he 
indicated that he would strongly urge my hospitalization for one:;week in order 
to undergo traction and an intensified course of physical therapy in an effort to 
improve the chronic condition to the point where regular physical therapy for 
an indefinite period might be eliminated. Inasmuch as I am anxious to do any- 
thing possible to clear up .this condition I told him I would be guided by his 
recommendation. Accordingly, he has arranged for me to en^r the^ National

In reviewing the work of the Inspection Division I have noted 
that Inspector H. Lynn^Idwards, Number One Man to Assistant Director 
Felt, spends from 50% to 80% of his time^on. liaison assignments with the 
American Bar Association, National Association of Attorneys .General, 
National District Attorneys Association, National Conference of Bar

I have seen the copy of your letter dated September 11th, 
which Mr. H. Lynn Edwards sent to inspector Jack E. Heriagton. 

In response to your inctuiries, I would first like to pake 
some distinctions. It is assumed tiiat your interest is actually in the 
training of police recruits who have been employed as police officers. 
A relatively small number of police departments have a large enougli 
budget for a cadet program designed to employ persons who have not 
reached the required age to beconie a police officer. These young 
persons generally perform cleric^l-^type work, with the viev/ toward 
later becoming police officers when they qualify. 

Second, there is a distinction also between police 
training and education of police officers. Police training is designed to 
give law enforcement personnel the knowledge and techniques used 
in their day-to-day work. Most police administrators are additionally 
urging their personnel to further their education, particularly at 
institutions of higher learning. A large number of these institutions 
have recognized this need and now provide curricula containing 
subjects of interest to law enforcement and some offer police science 
degrees, \ / 

; This Bureau provides police training on almost every 
phase of law enforcement work ranging from recruit training throu^ 
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training for command level officers and police administration. Oar 
program is aesignedto Insure that our police instructors are kept 
current on all new developments th^t snigjit affect law enforcement, 
and most certainly during tlie last fisw years we have noted an 
increased interest, on the part of departments reauesting our assistance, 
in legal problems and in .police-community relations.

Mr. Gossett spoke at a national emergency confer- 
ence sponsored by the National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency in San Francisco Feb. 3-4, as part of a 
nationwide private citizens' effort to meet crime prob- 
lems. The session he addressed dealt with justice and 
the courts.

Prime Threat A Mr. Gossett said that "fundamen- 
tally, the reason crime and violence are such a threat 
to us today is that they are massive obstacles to attain- 
ment of an open and free society." 

"A man-or a city-fearful ot physical attack in 
his own neighborhood is not free; not free to walk the 
streets in confidence, not free to trust a stranger, not 
free to live in happiness among the people of his own 
community." 

Mr. Gossett cited a recent survey that showed one 
of every three Americans feels unsafe walking in his 
own neighborhood at night, and that in the urban 
ghettos the percentage is even higher. 

Call for Action A He said significant action against 
crime must begin with a deliberate and sustained effort 
by concerned lay citizens as well as by judges and 
lawyers, legislators and law enforcement personnel. 
Among the immediate and long-range steps that need 
to be taken, Gossett enumerated the following: 

A Criminal law has had to concern itself with too 
many kinds of conduct not directly related to protec- 
tion of life and property. A substantial part of police 
work is in the area of "victimless crime -drunken- 
ness, breaches of the peace, and other crimes without 
victims." Society must consider whether this is a use- 
ful and economical way to utilize limited police re- 
sources. 

A Law enforcement agencies must have more pro- 
fessional training and technical resources, including 
legal advisors to acquaint police with the import of 
court decisions. Only about 25 police departments in 
the nation have full time legal counsel. 

A The manpower of the courts must be increased, 
to provide not only more judges but supporting per- 
sonnel. Also, better judicial selection methods must be 
adopted to remove the judiciary from partisan politics. 

A A system of trained, career prosecutors is needed, 



ards of criminal justice -now in the final stages of 
formulation-would be an important step in upgrad- 
ing the overall performance of the cruninal justice 
system.

Such a 
motion was defeated 125-115 after committee chair- 
man George B. Powers of Wichita, Kan., said current 
federal and state studies, and the prospect of legisla- 
tive action in the states in the next few months, made 
it necessary that ABA take a position without delay. 

Action on about 30 other recommendations of the 
committee was deferred until the House meeting in 
August. A revision of the report is to be filed 30 days 
before that session. 

HEW Program A The HEW program endorsed by 
the House could provide legal services for eight million 
welfare recipients. The report of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Legal Aid and Indigent Defendants said each 
state "determines the nature and extent of its own 
'optional' program but the 'full spectrum of services' 
is encouraged." The program calls for the state to 
contribute 25 per cent of the funds required. Lawyers 
in general practice would be utilized. 

Group Services A the proposal of the Special Com- 
mittee on Availability of Legal Services, to adopt a 
policy statement favoring group legal services when 
they conform to certain safeguards, was referred back 
to the committee for further study. The legal services 
committee was directed to consult the Special Com- 
mittee on Evaluation of Ethical Standards before re- 
porting back to the House at its annual meeting in 
August. 

Student Practice A The House approved the Section 
of Judicial Administration draft of a model rule of 
court permitting students to practice law on an intern 
basis under supervision of experienced lawyers. The 
rule is designed to provide representation to indigents 
in criminal, civil and administrative proceedings. 

Ombudsman Proposal A The approved "ombuds- 
man" proposal included "12 essentials" for statutes 
and ordinances establishing ombudsman systems. These 
include "authority for the ombudsman to criticize all 
agencies, officials, and public employees except courts 
and their personnel, legislative bodies and their per- 
sonnel, and the chief executive and his personal staff."

The complete text of the proposed new Code of 
Professional Responsibly was presented to the House 
of Delegates during its Midyear meeting.

News Conference A President-elect nominee Ed- 
ward L. Wright, chairman of the Special Committee 
on Evaluation of Ethical Standards, and Prof. John F. 
Sutton, Jr., of the University of Texas Law School, 
reporter for the project, discussed the new code at a 
news conference in Chicago. 

The code "tightens and clarifies what lawyers may 
do and not do," Mr. Wright said. Among the pro- 
posed rules is one which would make it unethical for 
prosecutors to withhold from a defense counsel evi- 
dence which supports the innocence of a defendant. 
Another would forbid a lawyer from leaving his name " 
with his old law firm after he becomes a public official 
unless he actively continues to practice law in the firm. 

The intent A Mr. Wright said these were among 
several "significant additions" to the present canons, 
and that the disciplinary portion of the code is designed 
to codify ethics rules and customs into an enforceable

It is my understanding that this Act exempts lav/ enforce- 
ment agencies from its provisions, so that although citizens 
now enjoy a greater access to records kept on them by federa 
agencies, certain issues relevant to criminal justice in- 
formation are still to be decided. 

Many of these issues were contained in S.2963 and S.2964 
(93d C, 2d S.): (1) the availability and dissemination of 
criminal justice information; (2) the need for keeping such 
information as accurate as possible; (3) the sealing of 
criminal justice records following specified periods of 
no rearrest; ^ and (4) the method of monitoring the provisions 
of such legislation, whether by the U. S. Department of 
Justice or some other agency, existing or created. 

I believe that appropriate legislation will be reintroduced 
in the 94th Congress which will contain provisions based 
on the resolution of these issues. No doubt considerable 
debate will ensue on these matters, and I would like our 
readers to join in such discussion by being apprised of 
two different perspectives. 

I enclose a recent copy of our newsletter for your reference 
You will note that it contains two articles on a substantive 
issue; in this case, the death penalty. It is our hope that 
this year's "Criminal Justice" will carry differing points 
of view on topical and important issues.
